Gene Krupa, King of the Jit- 
terbugs, never tires of talking 
about the two years ’'he studied 
for the priesthood at St. Joe. 

He talks about it every time 
he is interviewed by newspaper- 
men and magazine writers. You 
can imagine what happened when, 
at the beginning of an interview, 5 
I said, 

“I went to St. Joe for six 
years.” 

Gene’s eyes lit-up like the Lind- 
bergh beacon. He bubbled-over 
with questions: “Do you ever get 
back to the college ? How’s 
Father Ley? Do you ever see 
John Marling? 

“I was in Akron night before 
last,” he said, “and six or seven 
other St. Joe fellows and myself 
had a little get-together. We 
had been in the same class down 
there in ’24 and ’25. They told 
me there has been one improve- 
ment after another at the col- 
lege. I heard the old Indian 
school is all fixed up now and 
that there has been an addition 
to the gym.~^™=r 

“Is Father Koenn still director 
of athletics? Did you know that 
Father Condon is ill ? I hear 
Father Ildephonse Rapp isn’t 
teaching public speaking any 
more. Prof. Tonner is still there, 
isn’t he?” 

Gene Krupa bubbled on. He 
almost forgot to talk about his 
drums. 

He has big drums, little drums, 
medium size drums ahd just 
drums. He showed me dozens 
of sticks and several water-proof 
suits. He was just getting ready 
for a jam session. 

Why all the sticks and the 
water-proof suits ? If you ever 
saw Gene Ktupa in action, you 
know why. He breaks on the 
average of 24 sticks a week; he 
beats-in dozens . of drumheads a 
year and he sweats through a 
suit at every session. He has a 
trainer to rub him down each 
time he fights his drums. 

A Master Technician 

Is drum-daffy Gene Krupa 
mad? When surrounded by 
drums he seems to be. He mis- 
treats those skins as they have 
never been mistreated before. It’s 
a case of assault and battery with 
intent to kill as far as he and 
the drums are concerned. But 
once the sticks are out of his 
hands he is just a shy, sad-eyed 
kid who likes to talk about other 
days. - . ..... 

Right after he left St. Joe his 
mother bought him his first set 
of snares and he started out on 
his own. He beat the skins till 
he loosened the "plaster in every 
joint in Chicago. He started out 
in dives that featured beer and 
worked himself up to champaign- 
serving rendezvous. 

- “I always admired Benny Good- 
man,” Gene said. “I made it my 
ambition to do with drums what 
■Benny does -with a clarinet.” 

Krupa got hooked-up with 
Goodman’s outfit and began to 
drum his way to fame. It wasn’t 
long before Gene vfas beginning 
to take more encores than Ben- 
ny. Now, paving two stars in 
the same band is as Embarrassing 
as having two cooks in the same
